Boot and Shoe Industry uses Research 
to help Craftsmanship

S with all consumer goods an individual buys 
his or her shoes expecting value for money (and 
coupons) in service. The kind of service varies 

from case to case: at one end of the scale the service 
may be to the lady of fashion whose sole demand 
upon her shoes is for beauty, elegance, daintiness 
and all that is included in aesthetic appeal; at the 
other end is the workman’s boot required to give 
solid protection and to have staunch durability. 
Between the extremes there are all assortments of 
emphasis upon the various qualities and characteris- 
tics expected in footgear. 

In the field of production the successful manu- 
facturer of high fashion shoes is usually a stylist 
a tection ue an artist in temperament—he 
eee eaves the technicalities of manufac- 

ture to his production manager. In 
other types and grades of production the main interest 
may drift to utilitarian efficiency of the product and 
still other cases may put economics and business 
efficiency first. In short, the varieties of public 
interest in shoes are completely reflected in the 
varieties of interest dominating their manufacture 
and in serving the one we also serve thé other; but 
not everyone is interested in everything contained 
in a complete shoe research programme. 

The shoe is one of the most stubborn things we 
wear. If it does not suit the foot a fierce antagonism 
may result. The fight between the foot and shoe may 
Good be intense and short lived, or it may 
Fitting be more insidious and long drawn out. 

The antagonism may be in relation 
to shape and dimensions; if the shoe wins, the foot 


may become a corned and bunioned distortion, crippled 
and lame, a source of pain and suffering. When the 
shoe is less robust so that the foot wins the fight it 
is the shoe which degenerates to a distorted unsightly 
mess. The antagonism may be in directions other 
than size and fit when the mischief will be more 
insidious and perhaps more damaging on that account. 

Through the shoe we contact the ground, impacting 
at each step thousands of times a day. If there is an 
imbalance in the shoe, its reverberations are trans- 
mitted through the whole body, which has to adjust 
its compensations, from which fatigue, headaches, 
backaches often ensue. There is a considerable body 
ot medical opinion in support of this statement. The 
antagonism between foot and shoe may be physiolo- 
gical. The shoe may be too hot and cause excessive 
perspiration, or too cold and clammy, so that the 
feet never feel warm; it may be very retentive of 
moisture with the result that it is never properly 
‘* aired’? as we should ‘‘ air’’ any other article of 
apparel ; on the other hand it may be quite ventilative 
but without any weather protection qualities. 

So we go on, but that is sufficient to show that to 
arrive at the perfect shoes to suit one individual in 
one given set of circumstances requires 
Many the solution of man bl ; first 

che any problems ; first, 
Problems of foot shape measurement; secondly, 
of design of shoe making last to ensure that the shoes 
may fit properly, that they may not detract from body 
poise and correctness of gait; thirdly, of materials 
and components, that their qualities and characteris- 
tics may be suitable to the physical, physiological 
and other needs. Furthermore, the one individual 
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requires different shoes for different circumstances: what 
he needs at his work is not the same shoe as he requires 
for leisure. 


Information Needed by Industry 


The type of information and knowledge required 
for the individual case is necessary to the industry on a 
statistical scale to cover the population, for the industry’s 
task is to produce shoes in the mass to suit (in the full sense 
of the word) the feet of as many people as possible. The 
ideal is that the foot taken at random will readily find the 
shoe it needs in any properly constituted, reasonably 
sized, stock; add the words ‘‘ well manufactured ’”’ and 
‘*at an economic price’’ and we have in this ideal so 
briefly stated the ultimate goal towards which scientific 
research for this industry is armed. Thus the ideal is the 
shoe that fits, that is physiologically right, is well made, at 
a reasonable price, to be found in a properly constituted 
stock. Manifestly the work towards this ideal embraces a 
large programme and requires contributions from several 
of the established sciences—statistics and mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, physiology, engineering, orthopaedics, 
and so on. 

The grafting of science and the scientific method of 
research on to the traditional craft industries has already 
been specially referred to in this series of articles and the 
peculiar difficulties arising from the different mental 
disciplines of craft and science are, doubtless, widely 
appreciated. Consequently, there is no need to re-emphasise 
this aspect beyond remarking that the shoe industry is 
pre-eminently a craft industry, it has grown out of an 
age-old hand craft, its basic ideas and standards are craft 
and the basic training of its new entrants is in the principles 
and methods of the hand craft. 

The British Boot, Shoe and Allied Trades Research 
Association has been pioneering for over 25 years. It started 
with very small beginnings, but has grown steadily year 
by year without any set-backs. This steady progress over 
so long a period (although not always as rapid as enthu- 
siasts would wish) can only have been based on proved 
value to the industry. Some of the Association’s achieve- 
ments may be indicated under the following headings :— 


Statistical Research 


The Research Association has demonstrated the impor- 
tance of foot statistical research. In the application and 
industrial development of this, the association has shown 
how it leads to the better grading of shoe lasts with resulting 
substantial improvement in the efficiency of fitting service 
to the public. The new system of grading has been called 
precision grade and many thousand pairs of shoes are now 
being made on this system. The success is so good that the 
system will surely permeate the whole of shoe supplies in 
due course, and its benefit becomes increasingly felt by the 
community at large. The discovery may be characterized 
as one of the most fundamental and far-reaching coming 
into the industry for a long time. 


Study of Gait and Poise 


The association has investigated methods for the study 
of gait and poise and the influence of these factors on shoes. 
Admittedly, this work has been somewhat in abeyance 
during the war, but just prior to the outbreak of hostilities, 
it was arousing considerable attention in the medical pro-

fession and the time is now becoming ripe for its re-awaken- 
ing. 

Researches very active before the war in the realm of 
occupational shoes are due now to come out into the open 
again. 

This was part of the programme under the broader heading 
‘* shoes and health.” Beyond all question, shoes have an 
important influence upon health; there is much genera] 
evidence of this. Since most people spend the majority 
of their time at their work, it is during the hours of employ- 
ment that shoes have the best opportunity to work their 
good or their mischief, and expecially must this be so in 
those employments which involve long hours of standing or 
walking. Just as boots and shoes of special types have to 
be designed for various games, so it is even more important 
that the right kind of footgear should be devised for 
different kinds of employment. There were many examples 
of such purposively designed footgear used by H.M. Services 
during the war and the Army boot itself is a conspicuous 
example of the occupational boot. What is the right kind 
of shoe for the man who has to stand at a bench all day ? 
What is the right kind of shoe for the waitress, the shop 
girl, the railway porter, the tram driver, the policeman ? 

This occupational shoe research has tremendous poten- 
tialities, of which the successes that were achieved in 
1929 were the harbingers. It has its part to play in relation 
to general industrial productivity, for doubtless unsuitable 
footgear can be conducive to irritation and fatigue, with 
resulting loss of working efficiency, in a considerable number 
of very important industries. 


Safety Boot Toe 


As one example of work on occupational boots—the 
association developed a safety boot toe specification used 
by the British Standards Institution, in B.S. 953. This is a 
contribution towards the more adequate protection of 
workers in the heavy industries from damage to their feet. 
Of all industrial accidents, damage to the feet accounts 
for a proportion higher than any other group, and it is 
estimated that on this account there is the equivalent of a 
standing army of unemployed in factories under the Factory 
Act, but not including mines and transport, to a figure of 
3,600, so that anything that can be accomplished towards 
protecting work people against this kind of accident is of 
considerably greater value than may at first be supposed. 


Materials and Components 


The association has devised a wide variety of laboratory 
quality tests for the testing and appraisement of shoe 
materials and components. Naturally this work has 
involved the need for the special design and construction of 
instruments and machines, and in addition to the usual 
standard laboratory equipment. In the course of its work 
in testing the many different materials employed in shoes, 
the association has accumulated a great deal of experience, 
which has been tabulated, co-ordinated, and analysed to 
provide a background to quality assessment of very great 
value. This pool of knowledge has been of service to the 
community during the war; the benefit of it was offered 
to, and was fully used by, the Board of Trade in compiling 
utility shoe specifications, and also in quality check testing 
materials supplied during the most difficult period. This 
played an important part in maintaining qualities of 
components, alternatives and substitutes at a time when 
degradation would have been all too ready and dangerous. 





U.K. Attitude to International Trade Organization 


R. J. HAROLD WILSON, Secretary for Overseas 

Trade, made the following statement at the Plenary 

Session of the Preparatory Committee on Trade 
and Employment at Geneva on August 23 :— 

The Plenary Meetings yesterday and to-day marked the 
end of the first of the two tasks we set ourselves when the 
work of this session of the Preparatory Committee began 
in April. The world may not realize from the long and 
complex document, necessarily technical in its terms, how 
much work and thought, negotiation and argument have 
entered into it. What I think the world will realize is the 
difference which the principles and provisions of this 
Charter, if adopted by the Nations, can make to world 
trade and to the standard of living of all peoples as com- 
pared with the system which we knew in the nineteen- 
thirties, with its strangling restrictions, its measures of 
mounting economic nationalism, and all that lurked behind 
these barriers in the form of uneconomic vested interests. 

The work of the past four months has proceeded against 


the background of a darkening storm in international 
economic affairs; hence the criticism that our work here 
has been in vain and remote from the realities of the present 
situation. I want, for our part, to repudiate that suggestion. 
But none of us would claim that our work here can ever 
yield its true value unless all nations recognize that the 
hopes we all hold of establishing a new order in inter- 
national trade are dependent for their fulfilment on the 
solution of the world problems which are now pressing 
upon us. 

Even at the beginning of our work we knew that the 
Nations were, as a result of the intensity of the war and 
its immediate aftermath, stepping into a world where the 
conditions of trade were completely unknown. Perhaps 
no one has more cause to realize this than the United 
Kingdom. From being for over a century a nation part 
of whose essential needs were met from the returns on 
investments made in countries in many parts of the world, 
we have now sacrificed the greater part of those invest- 
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ments in financing the war. We are now dependent on 
the proceeds of our exports. From the low level to which 
we reduced them as part of our contribution to the common 
struggle for victory, we have to build up to a figure nearly 
twice that of pre-war. 


Flow of World Trade 

In the nineteen-thirties the nations of the world were 
suddenly faced with the disappearance of the old gold 
standard system, which with all its faults (and they were 
many) had been the almost automatically accepted basis of 
international trade for a century. In its place there grew 
up a whole series of hastily improvised self-frustrating 
devices on a national basis. It is a matter for satisfaction 
in any case that the nations represented here have agreed 
to recommend the establishment of an organization which, 
quite apart from its detailed rules, provides for regular and 
free and frank consultation on international trade problems. 

But the achievement of the Preparatory Committee has, 
I think, been more positive than this. The Draft Charter 
it has drawn-up shows what is necessary to achieve a 
multilateral trading system based on the freest possible 
flow of world trade: this, we believe, is in the long run as 
much in our own national interests as in those of the world 
as a whole. 

As we of the Preparatory Committee part with the Draft 
Charter and as our thoughts turn to the task before the 
World Conference at Havana, we must realize the respon- 
sibility which will rest on those countries which have been 
represented here to explain and defend the various pro- 
visions of the draft we have elaborated. We are glad that 
so many other countries have sent observers to Geneva 
to follow our proceedings with such close attention. 
None the less, it is the members of the Preparatory Com- 
mittee who will be most familiar with the reasons underlying 
the solutions we have suggested to the most difficult 
problems we have faced and the pitfalls involved in other 
solutions. 

I do not feel it is necessary to elaborate on the various 
Chapters and Articles of the Charter, but I should like to 
make a brief comment on one or two of the more important 
chapters. 

Once again I should like to state our welcome and 
support for the provisions on full employment. My 
Government is fully committed to internal measures for 
the maintenance of employment and is very well aware 
of the danger of sudden slumps in other parts of the world ; 
and we accordingly welcome the obligation to maintain 
the highest possible volume of employment and income 
within each national economy and the measures which 
are being taken on an international scale for securing the 
highest possible level of employment. The full success of 
this project will go far beyond the scope of I.T.O. and will 
need the support of the Economic and Social Council and 
all the international economic organizations. That is why 
we trust that the World Conference will take up this wider 
aspect of the problem as contemplated in the Draft Resolu- 
tion prepared at the London session of this Committee. 


Development 

My second point is development. As a country which 
bears a great responsibility for large and important Colonial 
territories—for whose further development we have indeed 
in the past few weeks announced revolutionary new pro- 
posals—we very naturally welcome anything that can be 
done in this field just as we sympathize with the aspirations 
of those of our friends who have made the position of the 
so-called under-developed countries a key point in the 
discussions here. But we do feel that it is possible to over- 
stress the distinction between developed and _ under- 
developed countries. No country’s economy is static: 
each must undergo a constant process of re-adaptation. 
A country which is at present mainly or wholly agricultural 
will undoubtedly benefit both its own economy and the 
world economy by sound measures to increase its own 
productivity. This does not mean that that development 
should necessarily involve too wide a range of new manu- 
facturing industries. We must not overlook the very real 
advances which can be made in the field of primary pro- 
duction, which can be achieved by irrigation, power and 
transport projects and by the use of modern methods and 
scientific discoveries in the technique of primary production. 
In this field the services of the more advanced agricultural 
nations and the resources and knowledge at the disposal 
of the Food and Agricultural Organization of the United 
Nations stand ready to assist in the achievement of 
revolutionary advances in productivity. 

But if these are to be achieved (and this brings me to 
my third point), and are to result in the raising of the 
standard of living of the peoples of the world and not in 
so-called surpluses and economic depression, then measures 
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such as were never adequately developed before 1939 
must be used. In this connection we feel that the Chapter 
dealing with primary commodities, drawing as it does on 
the work of the F.A.O. Preparatory Commission and the 
experience gained from the working of Commodity Study 
Groups in recent months, represents a real advance on the 
draft prepared in London last autumn. 


Balance of Payments 

My fourth point relates to the balance of payments. 
It is not a matter for surprise, with the growing difficulties 
which many of the nations represented here are experiencing 
in their balance of payments, that the Preparatory Com- 
mittee has been much concerned to ensure that the Articles 
dealing with the balance of payments and with non- 
discrimination should be realistically drawn. It is of the 
utmost importance that we should not bring discredit on 
the fundamental principles of non-discriminatory multi- 
lateral trading by attempting to move too far and too fast 
in this difficult period when many of the conditions essential 
for such a system have not yet been realized. We have 
ourselves only this week had to record a serious setback 
to our hopes of proceeding rapidly in the direction of 
convertibility and non-discriminatory trade and, as you 
will have seen from the exchange of letters between the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and the Secretary of the 
United States Treasury, we have had, as an emergency 
measure, to call a temporary halt. Whatever the lessons 
to be drawn from the events of the last few weeks in our 
own case and that of other countries, we are certainly 
all in agreement that the period of recovery from the war 
has been far longer than most of us had hoped. As a result 
of serious devastation in the war areas, of crop failures and 
other difficulties since the war, the productive power of 
the nations outside the Western Hemisphere has not been 
restored to the extent necessary to put the world in true 
balance once again. Owing to these factors and to the 
high prices of essential imports, international payments 
are badly out of equilibrium. Unless they can be put into 
balance once again much of our work here will be lost. 


Restoring Equilibrium 

It is not for us here in Geneva to say how equilibrium 
can be restored. This is a matter which is receiving urgent 
and concentrated attention in many places at this time 
—-by the Economic Commission for Europe, the Economic 
Commission for Asia and the Far East, and on the agri- 
cultural side by F.A.O.; pre-eminently it is the subject 
of the important conference now being held in Paris. And 
it is a problem which must dominate the thought of all 
the Governments represented here and many more besides. 
It is a problem of restoring our national production in each 
country, of building up again our war-shattered economies, 
of replacing our war-damaged or obsolete capital goods and 
for many of us in repairing the years of neglect prior to the 
war in our basic industries. 

It is a problem of securing greater economic co-opera- 
tion between countries with complementary economies, 
of taking action in Europe and in Asia and in many 
parts of the world for the mutual development of produc- 
tion. In our own case we shall find it necessary and 
desirable to have even closer economic co-operation with 
other countries of the Commonwealth. 

I feel that the governments represented at the Preparatory 
Committee must face this position frankly, not only that 
our work itself will be in vain unless all the governments 
and agencies concerned can solve this over-riding problem, 
but also that the methods we may have to use in the inter- 
vening months and years may appear to be opposed to the 
principles and methods of the Draft Charter. Many of us 
will certainly have to assist our position by agreements 
with particular countries, some of whom are represented 
here. Such agreements, if realized, will not only bring 
additional materials and food into our national economies 
for the purpose of maintaining and increasing production, 
they will make it possible for each one of us to make such 
sacrifices as will enable us to part with much-needed goods 
to other countries in order that goods even more urgently 
needed may come to us in return. But in these methods, 
designed to meet the short-term and urgent problems which 
are pressing upon us, the guiding principle must be that 
we do not establish permanently artificial channels of 
trade which would in the long run defeat the principles 
and methods we have been discussing here. To do so 
would reduce the total volume of world trade in goods and 
services and bring about a lower standard of living for the 
people of the world than we hope to achieve as a result of 
full economic co-operation on a multilateral basis. Only 
on such a basis can we secure for all our peoples the full 
benefits available from the advances of science and from 
the skill and resources of all nations of the world.

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Men’s Made-to-Measure 
Clothing Prices 


HE Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central 

Price Regulation Committee, have issued an Order’, 

applying to all sales on or after October 1, 1947, fixing 
maximum prices and charges for : 

(a) men’s non-Utility made-to-measure suits, overcoats, 
and separate jackets, waistcoats and trousers, 
making up customers’ own cloth into those garments, 
and 

(c) ‘*‘ cut, make and trim” services by a manufacturer 

carried out to a tailor’s order. 

The maximum price, exclusive of purchase tax, which a 
tailor will be able to charge for made-to-measure overcoats 
or suits is the price he was charging in the three months 
ended August 21, 1939, plus 110 per cent., or £15 (£9 for a 
jacket ; £4 10s. for trousers ; £1 10s. for a waistcoat) which- 
ever is the greater. A tailor not in business in 1939 will 
not be allowed to charge more than the £15, plus purchase 
tax. 

When a tailor makes up a customer’s own cloth into a 
suit or overcoat he may charge double his 1939 charge for 
a similar service, or £10 (£6 jacket ; £3 trousers ; £1 waist- 
coat) whichever is the greater. If he was not doing this 
type of work in 1939, he may not charge more than £10. 
The appropriate purchase tax will be added. 

The maximum charge which a manufacturer will be 
allowed to make for C.M.T. services to a tailor’s order is 
his 1939 charge plus 100 per cent. If he was not in business 
in 1939 he may adopt the charges made in the ordinary 
course of a substantially similar business, which was 
carrying out this service in 1939. 

As from October 1 tailors are required to display on their 
premises notices of their permitted maximum prices and 
charges calculated under the provisions of the Order, but 
exclusive of purchase tax.

Import of Raw Fur Skins 


As from August 28, 1947, the Board of Trade have revoked 
the Open General Licence previously granted for the 
import of undressed furskins (not including goat, kid, 
calf, sheep and lambskins), (Notice to Importers No. 260). 
This action has been taken as a temporary measure 
pending further consideration of future policy. 

Such furskins as were hitherto covered by the Open 
General Licence can henceforth be imported only under 
individual licence, except in cases where they can be shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise to have been despatched to the United Kingdom 
before August 28 and arrive before September 18, 1947. 
These will be admitted without the necessity for individual 
licences. 

For the time being, applications for import licences for 
raw furskins will be considered only for consignments 
guaranteed for total re-export and covered by firm orders 
from overseas buyers. 





Continued Need for Timber 


Economy 


The Board of Trade remind the public that the need for 
making the best use of timber supplies is as great as ever, 
and that it is an offence to use for firewood timber suitable 
for conversion to sawmill timber, pitprops, etc. Anyone 
proposing to fell trees should ensure that the necessary 
licence has been obtained before felling commences. 
Particulars of the licensing arrangements can be had from 
the Area Officers of the Timber Control or from Timber 
Control Headquarters, Clifton Down Hotel, Bristol, 8. 


Export Licensing Control 


Changes 


NDER a Board of Trade Order* made on August 21, 
| ae operative immediately, export licences became 

necessary for furs and furskins and articles wholly or 
mainly of silver (other than coin or bullion), where the goods 
were not exported as merchandise by sea or air freight or by 
parcel post or insured box post. Export licences also 
became necessary for all articles containing gold or platinum 
(with the exception of pen nibs). 

A further Order made by the Board of Trade on Septem- 
ber 2, and operative as from September 4, extends export 
licensing control to cover all exports, whether or not as 
merchandise, of 

Articles containing more than 25 per cent. by weight of 
silver. 

Silver compounds. 

Furskins, undressed, other than rabbit skins and hare 
skins. 

Goods manufactured wholly or mainly of skin with fur, 
hair or wool attached. 

Skins with fur, hair or wool attached, dressed, and 
pieces thereof, but not including rabbit skins and hare 
skins. 

Applications for export licences for all the above goods 
except silver compounds should be made to the Controller, 
Ixport Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, Stafford House, 
King William Street, London, E.C.4, on Application Form C. 
For silver compounds the ordinary form of application for 
export licence should be used.

Yarn Prices for Export Orders 


Control of the Cotton Industry Orders* which came into 
force on Monday, September 1, amend the single yarn, 
doubled yarn, and cotton waste yarn price orders by author- 
izing spinners and doublers to charge more than the pre- 
scribed price for yarn sold for the execution of export orders 
to which the Board of Trade or the Cotton Board has sig- 
nified its approval. Such orders will bear the reference 
C.R., T.R. or X.R. 

The Orders in question are the Control of the Cotton 
Industry No. 81 Order (dealing with controlled single yarns), 
the No. 82 Order (controlled doubled yarns) and the 
No. 83 Order (controlled cotton waste yarns).

Utility Curtain Cloth Directions 


The Board of Trade have issued the Curtain Cloth 
(Utility) (No.9) Directions, 1947, and the Consumer 
Rationing (Linen Dowlas) Licence 1947*, which comes 
into force on September 8, 1947. 

The Directions, which amend the current Directions on 
Utility curtain cloth, make provision : 

for the supply of Utility linen dowlas, specification 

numbers 5119/1 and 5119/2 without the surrender 
of a buying permit or docket ; 

for alterations in the colour tests for dyed cloth ; 

for alterations in the manufacturers’ maximum selling 

prices of long staple-spun rayon cloths ; 

for alternative widths in certain specifications ; 

for new brocade cloths with various finishes. 

The Licence down-points Utility printed linen dowlas 
specification number 5119/2 to one-third of the standard

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Exhibition Demonstrates Welsh 
Industry’s Progress 


HE remarkable progress that has been made by 

light and medium industries in Wales is strikingly 

demonstrated at the Industrial Wales Exhibition 
which opened at Olympia, London, on August 28 and will 
be open to the public until September 13. Out of the 
ashes Of a once ‘‘ depressed area’’ there is arising an 
industrial community with a strength and unity of purpose 
that is bringing Wales to the forefront in production for 
both the home and export market. 

A simple example of the progress achieved in the last 
ten years is shown by the fact that in 1939 some ten light 
and medium industrial concerns, as distinct from the 
basic heavy industries of coal, iron and steel and tinplate, 
exported about 1,000 freight tons of manufactured goods 
amonth. In June this year 87 firms exported 5,500 tons 
of finished manufactured goods. 


Purpose of the Exhibition 


The main purpose of the exhibition is to make Wales 
more widely known as an existing and a potential industrial 
centre, to demonstrate the wide variety of products at 
present manufactured there, and to show the great progress 
made over the last ten years. 

The traditional basic industries of coal, steel and tinplate 
are shown, side by side with the new light industries which 
have been planned to give employment to many thousands 
of men and women now and in the future. In the slump 
periods before the war, Wales suffered severely from 
unemployment, but under the Government’s Development 
Area plans, for locating new industries in the area, there 
are sO many diverse manufacturing activities that there 
is scarcely a trade which is not served, in some measure, 
by Welsh industry. 

The exhibition is staged by the Industrial Association 
of South Wales and Monmouthshire and covers an area 
of nearly 150,000 square feet, and is open daily from 
lla.m. to 9p.m. Admission is 2s. 0d., but buyers are 
admitted on their trade card. A Welsh Welcome Club is 
an attractive feature of the second floor. Welshmen 
visiting London from Wales and overseas, and buyers, are 
especially welcome to make use of the facilities offered. 

There is a special charter air service to enable business 
men from Wales to fly from Cardiff to London each 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday during the period of the 
exhibition and return the same evening at 7.30 p.m., thus 
enabling them to spend seven hours in the exhibition and 
return home the same day. 

‘‘ Industrial Wales ’’ was opened by Lord Portal at a 
luncheon at which the chairman was Sir Gerald Bruce. 
Lord Hyndley, chairman of the National Coal Board, 
Mr. J. W. Belcher, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade, and Mr. James Griffiths, the Minister of Pensions, 
also spoke. 


Shipping Section 


One of the most significant sections in the exhibition 
is the Court of Shipping, in which many leading shipping 
lines have taken space and show some magnificent models 
illustrating Britain’s shipping services to world trade, that 
invisible export that has played so large a part in this 
country’s commercial progress.. The Court is expressive 
of the great measure of co-operation that has been achieved 
in Wales by shipping, railways, docks and all branches of 
industry. For export purposes requirements are co- 
ordinated by the South Wales Cargo Clearing House of 
the Joint Ports Committee with a resultant lessening of 
f.o.b. costs and consolidation of overseas markets. The 
Clearing House has a stand in the Court, and exporters’ 
problems can be cleared on the spot. 

The central feature of the ground floor on entering the 
exhibition is the special exhibit by the National Coal 
Board, showing more completely than has ever been done 
before, the various aspects of the coal industry. In front 
of this stands Mr. Barney Seale’s huge statue of ‘‘ The 
Ideal Miner ”’, on show for the first time. 

The Ministry of Supply and the Board of Trade also 
have stands at the exhibition. The Ministry of Supply 
exhibit shows the work of the Royal Ordnance Factories, 
and how they have been converted from war to peacetime 
uses, witb the principal products now being made in Welsh 
factories. Examples of Government-owned surplus machine 
tools which were supplied to Welsh industries during the 


war and are now being used for civilian purposes are also 
shown. 

The Board of Trade is showing examples of the Govern- 
ment’s programme for factory building in the Welsh De- 
velopment Areas, and representatives of the departments 
concerned are available at the stand for consultation. 


New Industries 


One of the new industries which has moved to Wales 
in a big way is nylon, and there are examples of the yarn 
and the finished product in the textile section. One stand 
has a display of fine-gauge nylon stockings, dyed to delicate 
pastel shades, a heavy satin lining material, special quick- 
drying fabric for underclothing, and a new white velvet 
witb a luxurious pile. Gaily-coloured umbrellas and 
mackintoshes also made from nylon should help to brighten 
any city street on rainy days. 

Welsh textiles are being shown in some attractive 
examples of heavy furnishing fabrics in modern design, 
light and medium weight tweeds, men’s and _ women’s 
worsted suitings, and light weight woollens for dresses. 

More of the new industries are represented by a striking 
display of shoes, with some particularly smart designs for 
evening and house wear. A gold kid sandal, worn by a 
model in a black velvet evening gown is particularly 
noticeable. 

Gloves in high-quality leather and others in novelty 
materials, dyed to exquisite pastel shades were attracting 
attention on another stand. 

Women visitors and buyers of women’s clothing will be 
particularly interested in the fashion theatre, which has 
fashion shows daily. 

Examples of fine printing and bookbinding, exhibits 
by the Welsh newspapers and also by publicity agents 
who make a speciality of advertising Welsh manufactures 
comprise another section. 

The toy makers’ stands show a remarkable range of old 
favourites and new models; dolls’ prams, and dolls to put 
in them, teddy bears, model trucks, motors, and games, 
and a model airport, complete with flashing landing beacon 
and an airfield control tower. 


Group Exhibits 


There are several ‘‘ block ”’ exhibits by groups of firms 
or organizations. The National Council of Social Service 
has an exhibit showing rural industries, women’s organiza- 
tions, activities of the National Trust and other social 
and recreational matters. 

The Borough of Caernarvon, the Monmouthshire County 
Council, the Newport Corporation and the North Wales 
Resorts Association have all taken stands to show the 
facilities for business and recreation in their areas. 

A large stand on the second floor is devoted to the 
display of an association which was started during the war 
to give light jobs to Welshmen who are incapacitated, 
not only to men unfit for mining, but to those disabled 
by the war, or through some accident, or who have been 
handicapped from birth. The hand-woven rugs on this 
stand are particularly attractive, and the promoters hope 
to encourage enquiries and orders from overseas buyers as 
a result of their display. Bulk orders can also be placed 
for kitchen furniture. 

Several makers of clocks are exhibiting, and the designs 
all strike a very modern note, including some with luminous 
dials and others designed for fitting flush into walls. All- 
electric clocks are very much in evidence, with colours to 
match wall decorations. 

Household requirements catered for by Welsh industries 
include cookers and geysers, hollow-ware, electric and 
gas fires, wax polishes, lighting fittings and lampshades, 
radio sets, wringers and washing machines, aid domestic 
refrigerators. 

Engineering products include a wide range of steel 

sectional tubing, structural steelwork, hot and cold rolled 
strip, iron castings and aluminium pressings of all kinds. 
gridging equipment, adapted from the wartime light 
bridges used by advancing troops, and aluminium light- 
weight ladders of all kinds are other exhibits which show 
the versatility of new Welsh factories. 

Overseas buyers from Belgium, Switzerland and France 
have already visited the exhibition and made enquiries 
about the various goods, including optical products. 
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Comparative Stability of Retail Sales 


HERE was relatively little change in the level of 

retail sales between June and July this year, and indeed 

the index numbers for all the last five months have 
been relatively stable. 

For total sales the index for July was 142, against 139 
in June, and the variations over the last five months 
have been only between 139 and 147. Stability of this 
kind is to be expected in the case of food, for which the 
index has varied in this period between 130 in April and 
138 in July. But sales of other merchandise have also 
kept within a 10 per cent. range (from 150 in June to 165 in 
May, with July at 152), which is much less than usual. 
The two main components of the non-food division have 
also been relatively stable, apart from the low sales of 
household goods in March which were caused by the frost. 
Apparel sales would probably have shown a significant 
fall in July if it had not been for the hot weather. 

Sales in July were once more well above the level of a 
year earlier. The rise for the total was 15 per cent., and 
every category shared in this except books and stationery. 
Every district showed a rise of between 10 and 20 per 
cent. 

The stock figures continue to be fairly encouraging. 
The rise compared with a year ago, 37 per cent., is rather 
less than it was at the end of June, but the trend of stocks 
was upward during 1946, so that comparison is made 
with a higher base. In apparel, for which it is possible to 
compare stocks in July with those in June, footwear shows 
a rise during the month and women’s wear a fall, with 
men’s wear unchanged. 

The employment statistics again show no significant 
change between June and July, and the index for the 
country as a whole is still 100. This means that there has 
been no net recruitment of labour since January, and none 
of the seven districts shows a movement over the six months 
of more than 2 per cent. 


Apparel 
Sales and Coupons 


Despite the dwindling number of coupons left in con- 
sumer’s ration books, the further fall in the index between 
June and July was only 1 point. The hot weather seems 
to have had a particularly stimulating effect on sales of 
men’s and boys’ wear, for which the index recovered 
from 125 to 144. Footwear sales fell by 1} per cent. com- 
pared with June but were still 9 per cent. above the 
average for the last twelve months. The women’s wear 
index fell from 147 to 139, and was 7 per cent. below its 
previous average. 

Compared with July 1946 apparel sales were up by 
25 per cent. in money value and by 18 per cent. in terms 
of coupons. July was the last month of a coupon period in 
1946, so that a substantial rise was to be expected. The 
amount spent per coupon was about 8 per cent. higher 
than a year ago. 

Women’s and children’s wear as a whole rose by 22 per 
cent. with district increases ranging only between 194 per 
cent. and 29 per cent. These are possibly on the high side 
as a significant proportion of sales could not be allocated 
to districts and the increase for these was only 13 per cent. 
Of the sub-categories stockings and socks continued to lead 
with a rise of 41-5 per cent., nylon hose being an important 
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factor. A close second was girls’ and children’s wear, up 
by 40 per cent., and the smallest increase was that of 8 per 
cent. for millinery and accessories, most of which is 
unrationed. 

Last year the supplies of men’s and boys’ wear were 
still restricted as a result of the demobilization outfit 
programme and the rise of 28 per cent. this July is not 
surprising. The advance was more marked in London 
than in the Provinces, reaching 43 per cent. in the Centra] 
and West End area. ; 

Footwear showed a still larger increase, 34:5 per cent., 
and the district figures showed relatively little variation, 
Supplies are both more plentiful and more varied than 
last year. 


Stocks 

The position of footwear stocks recovered further in 
July, and the index at 95 regained the February level. 
Men’s and boys’ wear maintained the same level as 
was reached in June, 99; women’s and _ children’s 
wear, however, showed a fall of 74 per cent. from June, 
though the index 123 still exceeded any previous one 
recorded in the series. All three categories show large 
increases compared with a year ago. 


Household Goods 
Sales 

The July index at 232 was the highest recorded this year, 
and it may be that the upward trend of sales will be 
resumed, though at a slower rate. It was 3 per cent. 
higher than the June figure and exceeded the previous 
average by 114 per cent. There was, however, an appreci- 
able difference between the two sub-categories. Furniture 
and furnishings at 216 was 44 per cent. lower than in June, 
while hardware rose by 7 per cent. ; both, however, sur- 
passed their previous averages the former by 8 per cent. and 
the latter by 114 per cent. 

Compared with July 1946 the rise in household goods 
was identical with that of apparel, 25 per cent. In this 
comparison, however, furniture and furnishings showed 
the more favourable figure, rising by 33-3 per cent. as 
against 15-9 per cent. for hardware. <A further series of 
dockets recently became valid for utility furniture. 


Stocks 

Household goods stocks are comparable only with the 
corresponding month of the previous year. Furniture and 
furnishing stocks were 52 per cent. higher than in July 
1946 and the increase for hardware, 46 per cent., though 
somewhat smaller, was still considerable. 


Other Non-Food Goods 

The six remaining non-food categories afford com- 
parison only with twelve months earlier and it should be 
remembered that for some of them the samples reported 
are not yet fully representative. Books and stationery 
was again the only category with lower sales than a year 
ago, the July figure being down by 2-5 per cent. Stocks 
rose in all six categories, but the increase in books and 
stationery was only 7:2 per cent. The rise for chemists’ 
wares (44 per cent.) was in marked contrast to the relatively 
small rises in sales which have regularly been recorded 
for this category. 


Food and Perishables 


For food and perishables as a whole there was a slight 
rise in sales from June, 3 per cent., and the index at 138 
was 7 per cent. above the previous twelve months’ 
average. 'The movement everywhere was small. The July 
figure exceeded the previous average in all five provincial 
districts but failed to reach it by 14 per cent. in Central 
and West End London. 

The increase over July 1946, 10-8 per cent., was the 
largest recorded for some months. The steadiest sub- 
category, grocery and provisions, rose by 11-4 per cent. 
District figures, apart from London, the sample of which 
is peculiar in several respects, ranged between 10 and 
15 per cent. 

The bakery sample continues to be unsatisfactory and 
no great reliance can be placed on the comparisons tabu- 
lated. It may be mentioned, however, that the regulations 
affecting iced cakes, wedding cakes, etc., have been modified 
during the year and this is reflected in such comparisons 
as are possible. 

The increase in fresh meat was appreciably smaller

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Final Report of the Committee on 
Patent Law 


HE Departmental Committee under the Chairmanship 

of Mr. Kenneth Swan, K.C., appointed by the President 

of the Board of Trade in 1944 for the purpose of 
recommending any changes that might be desirable in the 
Patents and Designs Acts and in the practice of the Patent 
Office and the Courts in relation to matters arising there- 
from have now issued their Final Report. Copies of the 
Report (Cmd. 7206) can be purchased from H.M. Stationery 
Office, price ls. 6d. 

The Report is complementary to the First and Second 
Interim Reports of the Committee, published in April 1945 
and April 1946 respectively (Cmd. 6618 and 6789). It is, 
however, much more general in character, and ranges over 
the entire extent of the Patents and Designs Acts. It 
occupies, with appendices, 83 pages of small type, and the 
Committee indicate that, during the course of their enquiry, 
they have held 81 whole-day meetings. The names of the 
witnesses who gave evidence before them are set out as an 
appendix to the Report, and the extensive character of this 
list, and of the list published as an appendix to the Second 
Interim Report, makes it clear that the Committee have cast 
their net very widely in an endeavour to secure the fullest 
possible expressions of opinion upon the subjects with which 
they were concerned. The fact that this representative 
Committee were, after such an extensive investigation, able 
to make a unanimous Report suggests that their recom- 
mendations will command a wide measure of public support 
and confidence. 


Basic System Unchanged 


In this connection it is interesting to record that tie 
Committee repeat the statement made in their Second 
Interim Report that there is no general desire for any 
fundamental change in the present system of rewarding 
inventions by the grant of patents. There appears, how- 
ever, to be a considerable demand for detailed changes in the 
law, both as regards patents and designs, and the Committee 
have clearly applied themselves with great thoroughness to 
the task of making the numerous recommendations they 
have considered desirable for this purpose. The fact that 
the recommendations are for the most part concerned with 
changes of the law, and that, apart from such changes, the 
exhaustive enquiries of the Committee have not led to other 
minor recommendations for alterations in Patent 
Office practice is a tribute to the efficiency and competency 
of the Patent Office officials. 

The summary of principal recommendations appearing at 
the end of the Report sets out numerous detailed suggestions 
for modification of the present law. It is obviously impos- 
sible, within the limits of a single article, to attempt to deal 
with the proposals in detail. Moreover, many of them are 
of an involved and technical character. and will be of interest 
mainly to persons professionally concerned with the opera- 
tion of the Acts. 

Upon the general question of the exploitation of inven- 
tions of value in the public interest, the Committee express 
the view that all patents in respect of State-owned or State- 
subsidized inventions should be treated as a public asset, and 
be vested in a single central body capable of estimating the 
potential value of the inventions concerned and of taking the 
steps necessary for the development and use of the inven- 
tions in industry.

Exclusive Licensees 


The Committee have clearly given careful thought to the 
handicaps suffered by exclusive licensees of patents, and 
they recommend that an exclusive licensee should be enabled 
to institute proceedings for infringement. The Committee 
also consider that an exclusive licensee should be entitled to 
make application for extension of term of patent. They 
further recommend that an exclusive licensee or other 
person detrimentally affected by Crown user of a patented 
invention should be entitled to a proportionate share in any 
compensation paid by the Crown in respect of the use of such 
patented invention. Hitherto, the patentee has been the 
sole person entitled to receive compensation. 

The Committee have also sought to provide a solution to 
the problem that often arises when a person wishing to 
undertake a certain line of manufacture is doubtful whether 
he would thereby expose himself to the risk of an action for 
infringement. The solution proposed is that if the prospec- 


tive manufacturer is unable to obtain a satisfactory reply 
from the patentee, he may bring an action against the 
patentee for a declaration that the proposed manufacture 
will not constitute an infringement of patent. 

Disputes arise from time to time between employers and 
employees as to the ownership of inventions made by 
employees. At present the only means of determining a 
dispute of this character is by an action in the High Court. 
But this is an expensive and complicated procedure and is 
not the type of remedy to which the average employee could 
readily have recourse. The Committee accordingly propose 
that the Comptroller of Patents should be empowered to 
determine disputes of this character in cases where the 
parties agree to adopt this course. 

The Committee strongly recommend that a new building 
to accommodate the Patent Office should be provided as 
soon as conditions permit. This proposal will be heartily 
endorsed by all whose business requires them to attend at the 
Patent Office. The present building has suffered severely 
from bomb damage and, apart from this, much inconveni- 
ence and waste of time arise from the dispersal of the staff 
into two additional buildings at appreciable distances from 
each other. 

The Committee do not recommend any general revision in 
the level of fees charged in connection with patents, but 
reductions are suggested in one or two instances. 


Technical Provisions 


Among the proposals relating to the more technical 
provisions of the Acts are recommendations that an assignee 
of an invention should be entitled to lodge and prosecute an 
application for the grant of a patent for such invention ; 
also that the system of dating patents should be altered so 
that the date would in all cases be that of filing the complete 
specification, thereby removing certain anomalies, whilst 
permitting the inclusion in a complete specification of 
matter in excess of that contained in a provisional specifica- 
tion or in a specification serving as the basis of a claim for 
priority of date under the Industrial Propert y Convention. 
This change should remove all cause for complaint that the 
present system discriminates against patents 
Convention priority. 

Other recommendations are that the existing limitation 
upon the form of claim for a new substance prepared or 
produced by chemical process, or intended for food or 
medicine, should be abolished ; that the present position as 
regards joint ownership of patents should be revised and 
clarified ; that the practice of placing open to inspection, 
prior to acceptance, copies of specifications claiming prioritiy 
of date under the Convention should be discontinued ; that 
the period for acceptance should normally be 12 months from 
the date of filing a complete specification ; thata period of 
three months from the date of publication of an ‘accepted 
specification should be allowed for the lodging of notice of 
opposition, and that a patent should, in the absence of 
opposition, normally be sealed at the end of four months 
from such date ; that the Comptroller should be empowered 
to take action upon anticipating documents brought to his 
attention by third parties in like manner as if such document 
had been disclosed during the official search for novelty. 

The Committee have embarked upon the difficult task of 
preparing a re-draft of the first 20 Sections of the Acts, to 
serve as an illustration of their proposals relating to this 
important portion of the Statute. 

A separate portion of the Report is devoted to the designs 
provisions of the Acts. After a brief historical survey of the 
legislation in respect of designs from 1787 to date, the 
Committee express the view that designs should be dealt 
with in a separate and independent Act.

Recommendations for Designs ’ 


The principal recommendations made in connection with 
designs are that the present system of registration by class 
should be discontinued, and that in future designs should be 
registered in respect of specific articles without reference to 
class; that the definition of design should be amended by 
the omission of words specifying the particular means by 
which the design is to be applied to an article, and by an

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Shipping Movement at U.K. Ports 
in July 


HE total tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade 
Pa eodaing with cargo in July amounted to 4-21 million 

tons net, the highest since August 1939 and exceeded 
the June figure by 443,000 tons. Clearances, at 2-31 million 
tons net, or 302,000 tons more than in June, were the 
highest for any month since May 1940. Ona daily average 
basis entrances were 8 per cent. higher and clearances 11 per 
cent. higher than in June, and represented 72 and 46 per 
cent. respectively of the corresponding 1938 daily averages. 


The ‘‘ cargo ”’ figures include vessels loading or unloading 
mail only, while vessels recorded as ‘‘ in ballast ”’ include 
those embarking or disembarking passengers only or 
entering for, or clearing with, bunkers only as well as the 
normal ballast movement.

Daily average shipments of bunker coal were slightly 
lower than in June and amounted to only 40 per cent. of 
the average for 1938. Shipments of oil fuel averaged 
1,663,000 gallons, the highest figure ever recorded, 29 per 
cent. above the June daily average and nearly twice the 
daily average for 1938. 


Nationality of Vessels 


Entrances with Cargo* : Of total entrances of 4,021,000 
tons in July British vessels accounted for 2,680,000 (67 per 
cent.) and foreign vessels for 1,341,000 tons (33 per cent.). 
In both cases these figures represented a further increase 
compared with the previous month, the British total being 
the highest since before the war and the foreign total the 
highest since July 1944. With the exception of United 
States tonnage, entrances of which were relatively high in 
June, and of Norwegian vessels, all the principal foreign 
nationalities showed increases in July. The continued 
upward trend in the last four months is particularly marked 
in the case of Danish and Belgian vessels which reached the 
highest figures since August 1939, while Dutch and French 
entrances have also shown notable increases. Entrances 
of Panamanian vessels, at 73,000 tons, were the highest 
recorded, being more than double the average for the first 
six months of the year. 

Clearances with Cargo*: Clearances of British vessels 
(1,653,000 tons) were 14 per cent. higher than in June and 
were the highest since May 1940. Clearances of foreign 
tonnage rose by 2 per cent. to 443,000 tons. Danish and 
Belgian clearances both increased further, the latter, at 
95,000 tons being the highest since before the war. French 
clearances (47,000 tons) were the highest for nearly two 
years, but clearances of United States, Dutch and Swedish 
tonnage all declined—the last mentioned to the lowest total 
since October 1945. 


Trading Areas 


Entrances with Cargo* from both British and foreign 
countries, 1,350,000 tons and 2,670,000 tons respectively 
showed further increases compared with the high June 
figures; the former reached the highest total since August 
1940 while the latter were higher than in any month since 
the beginning of the war. The increase in entrances from 
foreign countries, of 14 per cent. (820,000 tons) compared 
with the June total, was largely accounted for by a rise of 
242,000 tons (830 per cent.) in those from Northern Europe 
(Foreign), which, at 1,037,000 tons exceeded a million tons 
for the first time since before the war. Entrances from 
Australasia, 179,000 tons or 45 per cent. above the June 
figure were the highest since February, 1941 and from 
North America—Atlantic Coast, at 945,000 tons, the 
highest since August 1945. Entrances from North America 
—Pacific Coast fell by 27 per cent. to 117,000 tons from the 
record June figure. 

Clearances with Cargo* to British countries, at 792,000 
tons, were, with the exception of last October, the highest 
since the Autumn of 1940. Clearances to foreign countries, 
at 1,305,000 tons, 10 per cent. higher than in June, were the 
highest since May 1940. Clearances to Northern Europe 
(Foreign) totalled 529,000 tons, an increase of 55,000 tons 
compared with June, but were less than one-third of the 
figure for July 1939. Clearances to Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries, 54,000 tons higher than 
in June, at 285,000 tons, were the highest since May 1940 
and those to North America— Atlantic Coast, 391,000 tons,

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were, with the exception of June 1940, the highest since 
before the war, but were less than half the total for July 
1939. To Eastern Asia and Islands in the Pacific,clearances, 
at 106,000 tons were, with the exception of last October, the 
highest since before the war.

Port Areas : In the table below arrivals and departures of 
vessels in the foreign trade are grouped according to port 
areas. 

Arrivals with Cargo in July were higher than in June at all 
port areas, with one minor exception, and in five instances 
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were the highest since before the war. These were the 
Thames area, the North-east Coast and the West and East 
Channel and Humber ports. 


Departures with Cargo were higher than in June from all 
areas, with the exception of West Channel ports where 
there was a slight fall from the peak figure of the previous 
month. 


Definitions 


Certain of the terms used in this article require some further 
explanation. 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any 
port abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from 
one port to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has 
on board cargo shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom 
for discharge abroad, or passengers from or for a port outside the 
United Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coast- 
wise cargo and/or passengers from port to port in the United King- 
dom, or when moving between such ports without at the time having 
on board cargo or passengers from or for a port abroad. Thus the 
coastwise movement in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, 
having completed the discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad 
at one United Kingdom port, proceed coastwise to another port to 
load for the return voyage. 

(2) The cargo figures relate to vessels which actually load or unload 
merchandise (other than Government Stores), bullion, specie or mail 
(but not solely bunkers, ships’ stores or passengers). The ballast 
figures relate to all other vessels and include vessels loading or un- 
loading only Government Stores, i.e., for arrivals, goods returned 
from the Military, Naval and Air Forces abroad and captured enemy 
military equipment ; and for departures, goods shipped by a United 
Kingdom Government Department for the use of Government 
Forces abroad. 

(3) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
vovage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed 
at each port.

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Foreign Exchange for 
Overseas Travel 


HE Treasury announce that for the period from 

August 28 to September 30, 1947 the basic ration of 

foreign exchange available to residents going outside 
the sterling area will be reduced from £75 to £35 (£40 to £20 
for children under 16). The reduced ration represents the 
maximum for the period November 1, 1946 to September 30, 
1947, i.e., a traveller who has already used £35 or more 
during that period will receive no further exchange. 

Applications lodged prior to this announcement to cover 
departures before September 30 will, however, be dealt with 
under the arrangements hitherto in force, and similarly 
comprehensive arrangements covering hotels, etc., already 
settled with travel agencies for holidays abroad starting 
before the end of September can be carried out. 

As from October 1, 1947 no exchange will be available, 
either directly or indirectly, for travel outside the sterling 
area except for purposes explicitly approved by the Exchange 
Control on application through a bank. In view of the 
exchange position only the following types of application 
can be considered :— 

(a) Travel for necessary business purposes. The control 
will be more rigorous than hitherto, and the maximum rate 
per day in Europe and the Mediterranean area will be 
reduced from £10 to £8 per day. Fuller details and in- 
structions are being issued to the banks. It is not the 
intention to interfere with bona fide business travel which 
serves the national interest, but abuses of these facilities 
must be prevented. 

(b) Applications for exchange to go abroad for good 
professional reasons, or to participate in conferences of 
reputable international bodies or in representative or inter- 
national sporting and similar events, and urgent com- 
passionate cases, will be considered on their merits. The 
utmost economy will be expected and enforced. 

(c) Health cases. In future only the gravely ill can be 
provided for, on the basis of detailed medical evidence as 
to their need. 

(d) University and post-graduate education and research 
will continue to qualify for exchange on an economical 
basis. No exchange will be provided for new enrolments 
of children and young people for education below this stan- 
dard outside the sterling area, but those already enrolled 
miy complete the academic term about to begin. Parents 
are strongly advised to make alternative arrangements at 
once for the period after Christmas, 1917. 

Fuller details of the new arrangements will be available 
shortly through banks and travel agencies.

amplification of the proviso which is intended to exclude 
from protection fevtures dictated solely by functional 
requirements ; that the definition of ‘‘ article’ for the 
purpose of designs registration should be amended to include 
any part of an article capable of existence as a separate 
integer ; that the definition of ‘* new or original ”’ in con- 
nection with designs should be clarified ; that the Comp- 
troller shoul l be empowered to cancel a design registration 
upon any ground upon which he might have refused the 
registration ; that a better definition as to what constitutes 
infringement of a design should be adopted ; and that 
provision should be made to safeguard the innocent infrimger 
of a copyright in a design, in which event the existing 
provisions of the Acts relating to marking of articles before 
delivery on sale should be repealed. 

It appears that doubts and difficulties have also arisen 
as to whether certain printed and like matter is eligible for 
registration under the Designs Sections of the Patents and 
Designs Acts, or whether such matter is dependent upon the 
Copyright Act 1911 for its protection. In this connection 
the Committee express the view that printed and like matter 
primarily of a literary or artistic character should be execlud- 
ed from protection under the designs provisions of the Acts 
and should depend for its protection upon the Copyright Act. 

The Committee have clearly carried out a most extensive 
investigation into the Patents and Designs Acts—probably 
the most extensive investigation ever unde ‘taken in this 
field. The matter is one of paramourt importance, for 
trade and industry depend to an ever increasing extent upon 
inventions and originality in design. It is accordingly to be 
hoped that legislation to implement the recommendations of 
the Committee will be enacted at an early date. 
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Purchase Tax Amendments 


HE Treasury have made an Order under Section 20 
Ter the Finance (No.2) Act, 1940, entitled ‘‘ The 
Purchase Tax (Alteration of Rates) (No.1) Order, 
1947 ”’, the effect of which is to reduce to 16% per cent. 
the rate of tax chargeable on: 
Rowing boats, half out-rigged, of the type known as 
tub pairs. 
Racing sculls, spoon-bladed, not 
length. 

The Order applies to the goods specified which are 
delivered on sale, or appropriated to retail trade or similar 
purposes, on or after September 8, 1947, or, in the case of 
imported goods, which are entered with the Customs o1 
delivered from bonded warehouse for home consumption, 
as the case may be, on or after September 8, 1947. 

The Order involves the addition to Class 14 at page 
11 of Notice No. 78 of a note indicating that articles of 
the above description are chargeable with tax at the 
16% per cent. rate.

\ watch supplied fitted with a bracelet, strap or band, is 
regarded as a single entity and is chargeable with tax, as 
a whole, at 100 per cent. or 33} per cent. under Class 
13 (ii) or Class 13 (iii) respectively, according as to whether 
or not the complete entity contains any precious metal.

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Further Rise in Wholesale Stocks of 
Clothing 


HE July statistics from wholesale textile houses 

show that a slight decline in sales was accompanied 

by a further substantial rise in stocks, which at the 
end of the month were 14 per cent. higher than a month 
earlier, the index number, 139, being the highest recorded 
since the series started in 1942. 

Sales of women’s and children’s wear fell by 10 per cent. 
compared with June, and were 28 per cent. below the peak 
May figure. The index number of s@ocks rose by 17 per cent. 
to 148. Sales of men’s and boys’ wear, on the contrary, 
were higher in July than in June by some 7 per cent., and 
stocks also improved substantially. Figures for 
materials showed little change.

Comparison with a Year Ago 


Sales as a whole were 18 per cent. higher than in July 
last year. In the women’s wear group the increase was only 
7 per cent., the smallest rise in the sales of this group for 
over @ year; in the same two sub-groups as the previous 
month, mantles, etc., and millinery and artificial flowers, 
the figures showed decreases. Figures for two further 
sub-divisions of women’s wear, i.e. woven underwear and 
other underwear (including sanitary goods), are now avail- 
able for the first time; sales in these categories were 
respectively 20 and 13 per cent. higher than a year ago. 
For men’s and boys’ wear the rise in sales was 26 per cent. 
but, as for some months past, the increase for the ready- 
made clothing sub-division was rather less at 19 per cent. 

Stocks at the end of July were 31 per cent. higher than 
a year In five groups the percentages were sub- 
stantially above this ; notably, stocks of mantles, costumes, 
etc. rose by 71 per cent. and gloves by 85 per cent. The 
increase in stocks of household piece-goods (41 per cent.) 
continued the upward trend of recent months.

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Vehicle Auction Sales Overseas Buyers Want 


Realize £12,000,000 Scottish Goods 


AILY attendances at the ‘‘ Enterprise Scotland ” 
exhibition at the Royal Scottish Museum at Edinburgh 
have shown a steady rise since the opening day. 

Although ‘‘ Enterprise Scotland ”’ is an exhibition and not 
a trade fair, many buyers from home and overseas have been 
to see the 3,000 exhibits which represent the best of Scottish 
industry. Special arrangements are made to take buyers 
direct to factories producing goods in which they are 
interested. Cars have taken buyers to Glasgow, and other 
manufacturing centres, and as far afield as the Border 
Country. 

Buyers have come prepared to buy as much as Scottish 
manufacturers can provide. One arrived from Turkey, 
prepared to spend £300,000. He explained that before the 
war his country used to buy chiefly from Germany and the 
Balkan countries, but he had come over prepared to see what 
Scotland could do to supply his country’s needs. He was 
particularly impressed with the textile section. An 
Australian buyer said he was most favourably impressed 
with delivery terms for all the items in which he was 
interested. 

Buyers from France, Cape Town, Copenhagen and America 
have also attended. One from the United States wanted to 
buy 4,000 cases of whisky and another one wanted bagpipes 
‘ and textiles.

T has come to notice that banks and business houses in 

the United Kingdom are receiving requests from German 

banks for statements of account and supporting advices, 
on the grounds that British Military Government has 
publicly announced that no objections will be raised if 
German banks reconcile the balances which they maintain 
with their foreign correspondents. 

The Foreign Office wishes to draw attention to the fact 
that no such announcement has been made, and that 
correspondence from Germany by Germans relating to 
their external assets, even if only of a simple informative 
character, is strictly forbidden by the Allied Control 
Commission. 

Banks in the United Kingdom are also receiving requests 
for the return of unpaid bills and other documents held on 
behalf of German banks or firms. Questions of Trading 
with the Enemy legislation apart such requests infringe 
the above rule.

Allocation of Government Factory 
in Scotland 


The Government factory at Linwood Road, Paisley, 
has been transferred from the Ministry of Supply to 
the Board of Trade and will be managed by Scottish 
Industrial Estates Limited. Part of the factory will be 
operated as now for ingot steel production by Messrs. 
William Beardmore and Company Limited, as agents for 
the Ministry of Supply, and by the end of the year the level 
of output is expected to reach 2,500 tons a week. 

Negotiations have recently been concluded for the re- 
mainder of the factory to be taken over by the Pressed 
Steel Company Limited of Cowley, Oxford, for an extension 
of their manufacturing capacity. The Company are well- 
known as very large producers of all-steel motor car bodies 
and other sheet metal components principally for the motor 
car and aircraft industry. They are also makers of the 
Presteold range of domestic and commercial refrigerators. 

The buildings at Linwood are already being adapted and 
the necessary production equipment has either been ordered 
or will be transferred from the Pressed Steel Company’s 
works at Cowley. It is expected that they will commence 
some manufacturing activities in Linwood before the end 
of the year and that the factory will progressively be brought 
into full production as and when the equipment is available, 





Control of Penicillin 


Consequent upon the coming into effect of the Penicillin 
Act, 1947, on July 18, and the Therapeutic Substances 
Amendment Regulations, 1947, on August 18, the Minister 
of Supply has made the Control of Penicillin (No. 3) (Revoca- 
tion) Order, 1947 (S.R. & O. 1947 No. 1831). This Order, 
which is effective from August 30, frees penicillin and 
penicillin preparations from control by the Minister of Sup- 
ply. As from August 30, 1947, licences granted under the 
Control of Penicillin (Nos. 1 and 2) Orders, 1946, will cease 
to have effect. 

Whilst it is no longer necessary for firms wishing to 
manufacture penicillin preparations to obtain the approval 
of the Ministry of Supply to their acquisition of bulk 
penicillin, firms desiring to manufacture preparations of 
penicillin for parental injection will need to apply to the 
licensing authority under the T.S.A. 1925 for a licence. 

The effect of the Penicillin Act is that penicillin and its 
preparations may be supplied and administered to the 
public only on the prescription of a qualified medical 
practitioner, dentist or veterinary surgeon. It may also 
be supplied by a registered pharmacist on the prescription 
of a doctor. 

The Act does not, however, interfere with export or 
wholesale trade. There is power in the Act to bring sub- 
stances similar to penicillin under the same restrictions.

New Interim Index of Retail 
Prices 


The first figures compiled by the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service in connection with the new index of retail 
prices relate to changes in retail prices between June 17 
1947 (the base date for the new index), and July 15. With 
the level of prices at the base date taken as 100, the index for 
July 15 was 101; the index for food prices alone was also 
101. 

The rise in the index during the month under review was 
mainly due to increased prices for potatoes, milk, tea, 
various articles of clothing and some kinds of household 
durable goods, partly offset by seasonal reductions in the 
prices of fresh vegetables. 

The new index measures the average change, from month 
to month, in the level of retail prices, weighted according 
to the pre-war pattern of consumption disclosed by thé 
results of the inquiry into working-class household ex- 
penditure made by the Ministry of Labour in 1937-38.

Economic Development and Trade 
Progress in Jamaica 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s Trade 


Commissioner in Kingston. 


The Export Promotion Department, 35 Old Queen Street, London, 


S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any questions arising out of this article. 


HE article entitled ‘‘ Outlook for Expansion of United 

Kingdom Trade with Jamaica ’’ which appeared in the 

Board of Trade Journal of September 21, 1946, gave a 
general indication of the external trade of the Colony up to 
1945, as compared with that of the year 1938, the last 
complete year before the outbreak of war. During that 
year the value of the total trade of the Colony—£11,517,961 
—-had been exceeded only once, viz. in 1929, when it 
amounted to £11,696,186, the value of imports during 1938 
being the highest since 1929 and those for exports from 
Jamaica being then the highest recorded. 

Reference was made in the previous article to the pre- 
liminary planning of work to be carried out under the Ten 
Year Plan of Colonial Development and Welfare, and also 
to the expansion and establishment of manufacturing 
industries. 

The main purpose of this article is to review briefly the 
trend of trade and economic development during the inter- 
vening period. 

During the year 1946 the United Kingdom increased her 
percentage share of the total imports into Jamaica from 
13-8 per cent. (in 1945) to 21-4 per cent., while Canada’s 
share of the total imports was reduced from 41-1 per cent. 
(1945) to 34-7 per cent., and the United States’ percentage 
from 30-1 to 35-4. 

With regard to exports (domestic) from Jamaica, the 
United Kingdom share of the total exports increased from 
43 per cent. in 1945 to 62-4 per cent. in 1946. The per- 
centages taken by Canada and the United States, which in 
1945 were 35-8 and 10-1 respectively, were reduced in 1946 
to 25-5 and 5 respectively. Progress made by the United 
Kingdom in exports to Jamaica during the year 1946, as 
compared with 1945 is revealed by the following examples 
relating to a few selected commodities :—

The Colony’s total trade for the year ending December 31, 

1946, was the highest yet recorded, the value of imports 
(c.i.f.), viz. £12,340,000, exceeding that of the previous peak 
year 1920 by nearly £2 million, the values for 1945 and 
1944 being £9,595,500 and £8,973,000 respectively. 

The value (f.o.b.) of exports during 1946, viz. £8,745,940, 
including foreign exports, was also the highest yet recorded, 
the values for 1945 and 1944 being £5,137,000 and £4,479,500 
respectively. 

The sharp increase in the value of imports was due mainly 
to increases in the value of the principal commodities 
‘imported, as compared with those for the year 1945, for 
example, motor cars and trucks, boots and shoes, cotton 
piece-goods, rice, hardware, fertilizers, fuel oil and a few 
During the period 1942 to 1946 the total value of 
The increase in 





others. 
imports maintained a steep upward trend. 


the total value of the Colony’s exports was much more 
gradual until 1946, when the marked increase recorded was 
due mainly to the resumption of banana and citrus exports, 
and to expansion of the sugar, rum, and cigar industries. 

The unfavourable balance of commodity trade was 
approximately £34 millions as compared with £4,636,400 for 
1945 and £1,452,000 for 1938. When, however, amounts 
received in the form of invisible exports, including the 
Imperial Government’s, and remittances by Jamaican 
workers abroad, are taken into account, the adverse balance 
will be appreciably reduced. 

The accumulated surplus balance at March 31, 1946, was 
£1,084,363. The latest estimate on the past year’s tran- 
sactions is £49,768, which brings the accumulated surplus as 
at March 31, 1947, to an estimated figure of £1,134,131. 

The estimated deficit for the financial year 1947/48 is 
£95,589, but this has been provided for by the imposition, 
since the preparation of the estimates, of increased taxes on 
cigarettes. The budget for 1947/48 is consequently 
expected to show a small surplus. 

The Public Debt as at March 31, 1946, amounted to 
£8,739,990, which increased during the year 1946/47 to 
£9,669,990 as at April 1, 1947. Of this amount £7,418,500 
is the liability of the Central Government, Local Govern- 
ment bodies being responsible for the balance. Accumulated 
sinking funds at December 31, 1946, amounted to £1,641,659. 

The Ten Year Plan is gaining momentum and the 
proposed expenditure for 1947/48 under departmental heads 
is £2,242,909, which will be financed from Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare grants and loans, from current revenue 
and loans of the Colony. 

Reference was made in the previous article to the estab- 
lishment and extension of secondary industries during the 
war period. These included factories for the production of 
soap and edible oils, margarine, condensed milk, beer, 
aerated waters, knitted goods, cigar making, etc., all of 
which have made good progress during the intervening 
period. Manufacturers of soap, edible oils and other edible 
products at present, however, are limited in their production 
capacity due to a temporary shortage of some of the essential 
raw materials. The West Indies Sugar Company announced 
its intention of building a new sugar factory involving an 
expenditure of £14 million. The British-American Tobacco 
Company have recently carried out extensive additions 
to their tobacco factory in Kingston and contemplate 
still further development. 

The Government is giving every possible encouragement 
to the development of new industries, with a view to 
providing means of employment for the ever-increasing 
population, the utilization of locally available raw materials, 
and the reduction of the volume of imports. At the moment 
(July 1947) the Government has under consideration 
applications for the establishment of a cement industry, and 
another for the establishment of a textile mill. 

The potentialities of the tourist trade as a revenue earning 
industry are receiving the close attention of the Government 
and hotel owners, and active steps are being taken with the 
object of increasing the present inadequate hotel accom- 
modation. At least one large new hotel is now in course of 
construction and the construction of others is contemplated. 
Increasing advantage is being taken by the hotel industry 
of the Hotels’ Industry Aid Law, which makes provision for 
the duty free importation of materials and of certain 
furnishings for hotels in addition to allowing certain income 
tax concessions to the industry. 

There is a considerable amount of unemployment in the 
Island among the labouring classes, and with a view to 
alleviating it and also for the rehabilitation of ex-service men 
and returned workers from abroad, the land settlement 
scheme which was embarked upon several years ago has 
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been developed and is making satisfactory progress. _ Since 
the inception of the scheme, largé areas of land have been 
purchased and re-sold in small lots to bona fide settlers under 
an instalment plan of purchase. A considerable number of 
settlers have been established on small properties of their 
own under this scheme. 

The purchasing power of the population as a whole is 
considerably higher than pre-war. Products of United 
Kingdom origin enjoy a large measure of popularity in the 
Colony, the extent of which should not be assessed from the 
comparatively small share of the total imports of the Colony 
which the United Kingdom secured during the year 1946, 
which showed an increase of 7-6 per cent. on that of the 
previous year. 

Having regard to the improvements in sea and air trans- 
portation, which have been effected during the past year, 
there is every reason for assuming that the 1946 increase will 
be maintained and very probably exceeded during the 
current year. 

Jamaica was more fortunate than many other markets 
during the war years in securing and maintaining reasonable 
supplies of essential] goods, and consequently there is not 
such an extensive backlog demand as exists in markets 
which were less favourably situated during that period. 
There is nevertheless a steady demand, and in fact a 
preference for most classes of consumer goods which can be 
supplied by the United Kingdom. 

The extensive assortment of catalogues and trade 
literature which has been received at the office of the Trade 
Commissioner from United Kingdom manufacturers and 
exporters during recent months has been much appreciated 
by callers at that office interested in familiarising them 
selves with production and supply developments, and with 
sources of supply of goods in which they are specifically 
interested.

Mexican Oil Settlement 

The Foreign Office report that the Whitehall Securities 
Corporation Ltd. (London financial agents of the Mexican 
Eagle Oil Co., Ltd.), have announced the signature of an 
agreement between the Mexican Government and the 
Mexican Eagle Oil Co., providing for the payment of com- 
pensation to that Company in respect of properties ex- 
propriated by the Mexican Government in March 1938. 

Notes have also been exchanged between His Majesty’s 
Ambassador in Mexico City and the Mexican Acting Minister 
for Foreign Affairs in which the Mexican Government state 
that the strict execution of the Agreement by both parties 
thereto will ensure that the British shareholders in the 
Mexican Eagle Oil Company, in common with the other 
shareholders in the company, will receive just and equitable 
compensation. His Majesty’s Government in their reply 
take note of this statement and express their deep satisfac- 
tion that a step has been taken which will cement and 
strengthen the cordial relations between the two Govern- 
ments. 





Exports to Iraq 


A notice appeared in our issue of August 23 about the 
Financial Agreement signed between the United Kingdom 
and Iraq on August 13. The text of this agreement was 
published on August 21 as Command Paper 7201 and is 
available from His Majesty’s Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2. 

The Agreement has the effect of introducing certain 
modifications in the terms of trade between the United 
Kingdom and Iraq. Until the Agreement was signed there 
were no exchange difficulties in the way of exports from the 
United Kingdom to Iraq. Iraq has now, however, only 
foreign exchange available to the extent that she is able to 
earn it from current exports, visible and invisible, plus the 
release from her sterling balances provided for in the 
Agreement. The Iraqi Government have in Amendment 
Law No. 233 of 1947 to the Iraqi Exchange Control Law 
No. 71 of 1941 instituted exchange control over sterling, 
In addition the Iraqi Government have advised the British 
Embassy in Baghdad that they may reimpose import 
licensing on goods emanating from the sterling area. As 
soon as more information is received on the arrangements to 
be made by the Iraqi Government a further notice will 
appear in this Journal.

Eastern Punjab, August 18.—Rainfall has been beneficial 
to standing crops but more is needed. 

Bombay, August 22.—The monsoon has been fairly ade- 
quate and crops are faring well. 

Central Provinces and Berar, August 16.—Unusually ; 
warm but more rain is needed. Transplantation of Biasi 
paddy is almost completed. Standing crops are good. 

Assam, August 25.—There are reasonable crop prospects 
and outturn is fair. 
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Southern Rhodesian Trade in 
March Quarter 


HE first three months of 1947 witnessed a very rapid 

increase in the aggregate value of imports and the 

monthly totals for February and March, valued at 
£2,106,000 and £2,288,000 respectively, were noticeably 
higher than in any previous month of any year except 
December 1946, valued at £2,173,000, states the Economic 
and Statistical Bulletin of Southern Rhodesia, issued by the 
Department of Statistics, Salisbury. 

During the three months January-March, 1947, imports 
were valued at £6,293,000, as compared with £3,922,000 in 
the corresponding period of 1946 and only £2,304,000 in the 
pre-war first quarter of 1939. Should imports maintain 
their present high levels, and there is every indication that 
they will, the annual figures for 1947 will establish new 
all-time records. 

The principal increases in imports in January-March, 
1947, compared with January-March, 1946, occurred in 
heavier purchases of foodstuffs, due to the partial failure of 
agricultural crops as a result of the severe drought experi- 
enced last summer, motor vehicles, industrial machinery 
and clothing, all of which commodities were in very short 
supply during the war years. 

On the other hand, the total value of exports showed little 
change compared with the previous year, being valued at 
£4,018,000 in the first quarter of 1947, as against £4,129,000 
in January-March, 1946, and £2,538,000 in January-March, 
1939. 


Import Trade 


With few exceptions, the values of all classes of imports 
in the first quarter of 1947 were considerably above the 
corresponding figures in 1946 and 1939. The largest 
increase, however, occurred in the group ‘‘ metals, metal 
manufactures, machinery and vehicles,’”’ which rose by over 
£1 million from £1,127,083 in January-March, 1946, to 
£2,149,681 in the period under review. Although many 
commodities in this group contributed towards this increase, 
the largest gains occurred in imports of motor vehicles, 
industrial machinery and iron and steel bars and sheets. 
Imports of ‘‘ fibres, yarns, textiles and apparel’ rose from 
£1,005,394 in 1946 to £1,477,384 in 1947, due to larger 
consignments of clothing and piece-goods and ‘‘ foodstuffs ”’ 
advanced from £450,724 to £637,035, as a result of heavy 
importations of maize. j 

Approximately 67 per cent. of all the Colony’s imports 
were supplied by British countries in the three months 
January-March, 1947, as compared with 80 per cent. in the 
first quarter of 1946 and 74 per cent. in 1939. 

Imports from the United Kingdom were more than 
£700,000 greater than in the corresponding period of 1946 
but the relative share of Britain in the total import trade 
(33-9 per cent.) was less than in 1946 (36-4 per cent.), and 
still considerably below 1939 (50-1 per cent.). 

Imports from the Union of South Africa expanded slightly 
in value, amounting to £1,364,000 in 1947, as against 
£1,159,000 in the previous year, but her share of the total 
import trade declined considerably to 21-9 per cent., as 
against 29-5 per cent. in January-March, 1946. 

Although imports from Canada valued at £276,000 in the 
first quarter of 1947 were considerably in excess of the 
corresponding period of 1946, due to increased purchases of 
motor vehicles and iron and steel goods, in both years her 
share represented approximately 4 per cent. of the total 
trade. 

India supplied merchandise to the value of £182,000 in 
1947, as against £168,000 in 1946, but her share in the total 
trade declined from 4-3 per cent. to 2-9 per cent. in January- 
March, 1947. 

Purchases from Australia declined both absolutely and 
relatively from £130,000, or 3-3 per cent. of the import trade 
in January-March, 1946, to £56,000, or 0-9 per cent. in 1947. 
The decrease in value resulted almost entirely from smaller 
importations of wheat. 

Imports from Northern Rhodesia were valued at £55,000 
in 1947, or 0-9 per cent. of the total, as against £26,000, or 
0-7 per cent. in 1946. Purchases from this source consisted 
mainly of leaf tobacco, wheat and wood products. 

Imports from foreign countries, valued at £2,041,000 in 
January-March, 1947, and representing 42-8 per cent. of the 
import trade, were considerably in excess of the 1946 figure 


of £770,000, or 19-6 percent. This increase was attributable 
to the United States, the Colony’s chief foreign source of 
supply, imports from which country were valued at 
£1,146,000, or 18-4 per cent. of the total trade in January- 
March, 1947, as against £502,000, or 12-8 per cent. in 1946. 

The largest increases occurred in imports of machinery, 
vehicles and other metal goods. Shipments from Argentina 
consisting mainly of maize, rose from £10,000 in 1946 to 
£226,000 in 1947. The cessation of hostilities in 1945 
enabled many countries on the continent of Europe again to 
figure prominently in the import statistics of the Colony 
during 1946 and to a still greater extent in 1947. 

During January-March, 1947, Italy supplied goods to the 
value of £112,000; Belgium, £73,000 ; Sweden, £57,000 ; 
Switzerland, £51,000; The Netherlands, £36,000, and 
France, £34,000. 


Export Trade 


The aggregate value of the Colony’s domestic exports 
totalled £3,307,000 in January-March, 1947, as against the 
slightly higher figure of £3,330,000 in January-March, 1946. 
Exports to the United Kingdom, the principal market for 
Rhodesian products, declined slightly from £1,517,000 in the 
first quarter of 1946, to £1,491,000 in 1947, and Britain’s 
share of the total domestic export trade represented 
approximately 45 per cent. in both years, as against the very 
much higher figure of 75 per cent. in the first quarter of 1939. 

The Union of South Africa decreased her purchases both 
absolutely and relatively from £359,000 or 10-8 per cent. of 
total domestic exports in January-March, 1946, to £211,000, 
or 6-4 per cent. in 1947. This decrease was due to smaller 
exports of leaf tobacco, cattle hides and vegetable oil. 

Exports of domestic produce to Northern Rhodesia, which 
cover a wide range of commodities, rose in value from 
£365,000 in January-March, 1946, to £411,000 in 1947. 

Exports to the United States were maintained at a high 
level during the period under review and amounted to 
£479,000, or 14-5 per cent. of the total, as against £373,000, 
or 11-2 per cent. in January-March, 1946, and the relatively 
low figure of £65,000, or 3 per cent. in 1939, the demand 
being mainly for asbestos, chrome ore and Turkish tobacco. 

The Belgian Congo purchased goods to the value of 
£70,000 in 1947, as against £81,000 in the first quarter of the 
previous year, the demand being mainly for coal, coke, 
frozen meat and cigarettes. 

Other countries to figure prominently in the export 
statistics of the Colony during 1947 were: Italy (£55,000 as 
against £150); France, (£54,000 as against £68,000); The 
Netherlands (£48,000 as compared with £2,000) ; Denmark 
(£41,000 as against £16,000), and Argentina (£35,000 as 
against £16,000). The demand from these countries was 
mainly for leaf tobacco and asbestos. 

The re-export trade of the Colony, which is conducted 
mainly with Northern Rhodesia, amounted to £640,000 in 
1947, as compared with £704,000 in January-March, 1946. 


Gold and Tobacco 


One of the most disconcerting features of the Colony’s 
export trade during the past four years has been the steady 
decline in the production and export of bar gold. It is 
noteworthy, therefore, to record that the quantity exported 
in January-March, 1947, totalling 132,094 fine ozs., valued 
at £1,139,322, slightly exceeded the corresponding figure for 
January-March, 1946 (129,912 fine ozs., valued at £1,119,020) 
although still well below the 1939 level, when 181,432 fine 
ozs., valued at £1,346,424, were exported. 

Tobacco : The estimate for the current tobacco crop is 
51,600,000 Ibs., as compared with an actual crop of 
47,200,000 Ibs. last season. In view of the high prices 
realized so far by this year’s crop there is every indication 
that the total value of exports during 1947 will greatly 
exceed the record figure of £6,516,000 realized for exports of 
leaf tobacco during 1946. 

During the first quarter of the year under review 2,781,699 
lbs. valued at £351,616 were exported, as against 5,321,914 
Ibs., valued at £575,787 in the corresponding period of 1946. 
Tobacco is a seasonal crop and the bulk of the leaf sold is 
shipped during the months of May to November and there- 
fore too much importance must not be attached to the drop 
in exports in 1947 compared with 1946. 
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Economic Conditions in the French Zone 
of Morocco 


trade and industry in French Morocco is contained in 

a summary of a speech made by the Resident General, 
General Juin, at the half-yearly session of the Conseil du 
Gouvernement and forwarded to the Export Promotion 
Department by H.M. Consul General at Rabat. 

General Juin referred to the present economic situation 
and the abundant harvest which, although not as plentiful 
as had been expected, was very satisfactory. The principal 
cereals would yield from 23 to 24 million quintals, which 
would be sufficient for consumption purposes. It might 
also be possible to send some of the barley to France. 

The harvest would have been more plentiful had the land 
sown reached the level of pre-war years. This, however, 
had not been possible owing to the shortage of agricultural 
equipment. It was emphasized that the re-equipment of 
Moroccan agriculture was vitally important. There was, 
however, great difficulty in obtaining delivery of tractors. 


A N interesting survey of the post-war development of 


Plant Modernization 


As regards the provision of modern installations necessary 
for the commercialization and export of Moroccan products, 
cold storage warehouses were either in the course of con- 
struction or being planned at Meknes, Fez, Marrakesh and 
Casablanca. Plans had also been drawn up for the construc- 
tion of ten new oil mills and a network of silos and store 
houses capable of holding 4 million quintals of grain. In the 
field of technical instructions for the Moroccans, the 
Moroccan Institute Anti-Apthous had recently been opened, 
the Moroccan School of Agriculture at Meknes had been 
installed in permanent quarters and a large experimental 
farm was being erected on the left bank of the river Oum-er- 
Ebia. 

The development of the Secteurs de Modernisation du 
Paysannat, the organization for modernizing native 
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Moroccan agriculture by co-operatives and by communally 
owned machinery, was going ahead. Twenty-seven of these 
‘* secteurs ’’ were already functioning, while it was hoped 
that others would be created before the end of the year. 

The results so far were very encouraging. 6,700 hectares 
of land had been brought under cultivation, 250,000 trees 
had been planted, 30 wells sunk and 50 kilometres of canals 
laid out. 

Regarding industrial developments, the Resident General 
stated that the replacement of worn-out machinery and 
equipment had been pushed forward and would be completed 
by the end of 1947. 

Large numbers of new businesses were being created. An 
important cotton spinning and weaving mill would shortly 
be opened at Fedala, a mill for the spinning and weaving of 
jute and ramie would commence operations at Safi before 
the end of the year. Factories engaged in the production of 
wool were increasing their production. 

The productive capacity of the fish canning factories 
would shortly be 50 per cent. higher than in 1939; the oils 
and fats industry was equipping itself with modern plant. 

Important progress had also been made during the early 
months of 1947 in mineral production. The average 
monthly production of lead had reached 1,800 tons as against 
1,300 tons for 1946. <A lead smelting works was to be 
opened towards the end of the year in the Oujda district, 
which would furnish Morocco with her requirements of the 
finished product. 

Production of iron at the Ait Amar mines had been 
increased ; 30,000 tons of ore had been exported in April 
and 35,000 tons in May, principally to Great Britain. 

The production of cobalt from the mine at Bou Azzet had 
averaged 250 tons per month against 140 tons in 1946, and 
now covered the total needs of France in this mineral. 

The production of manganese in the mines south of the 
Atlas would shortly be increased from 8,000 tons per month 
to 12,000 tons. The manganese mines in Eastern Morocco 
were also increasing their production. 

As regards coal, the production of the anthracite mines at 
Djerada had reached 22,000 tons a month. Finally, the 
monthly production of phosphates for the first five months 
of the year had reached 220,000 tons. Exports up to 
June 1 totalled 1,180,000 tons, represented a value of 1} 
milliard frances. The Office Cherifien des Phosphates was 
engaged in the study of improved methods by which they 
hoped to increase the output by 1 million tons a year. 


Public Works 


Speaking of public works, the Resident General stated 
that satisfactory progress had been made in spite of a 
shortage of staff and of equipment. New roads had been 
constructed and new tracks opened across the High Atlas in 
an attempt to find a direct approach from Marrakesh to the 
mineral deposits in the region of Ouarzazate. Railway 
traffic had increased considerably. There was, however, 
still a shortage of rolling stock, and there was still a lot to 
be done in replacing worn out equipment. 

With regard to ports, harbour improvements were being 
made. At Port Lyautey, it was hoped after deepening the 
entrance channel by dredging that this port would regain 
its previous activity. 

At Safi, an order had been placed for the extension of the 
jetty ; at Mogador it had been decided to deepen the 
harbour ; at Agadir, experiments were being carried out to 
find out the best method of enlarging the harbour, and an 
order had been placed for the construction of 450 metres of 
quay; at Casablanca, important harbour works were in 
progress and the equipment of the port was being improved. 
The consumption of electricity had increased. Although 
the rainfall this year had been relatively good, and a new 
generating station had been put into service at Petitjean, it 
had not been possible to lift the restrictions on the use of 
electricity, or to extend the system. A new generating 
station would come into operation shortly and should 
improve the situation. 

Important hydraulic schemes were in the course of 
preparation, and new barrages were being constructed on 
the Moulouya river in Eastern Morocco, and at Daourat and 
Ben el Ouidane, irrigation and drainage works were also 
being carried out. 
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Brazil’s Industry and Trade 


HE Minister (Commercial) at Rio de Janeiro has 

forwarded to the Export Promotion Department the 

following amendments to the article on Brazil’s In- 
dustry and Trade, published in the Board of Trade Journal 
of August 16, pages 1407-8-9 — 

Page 1407, col. 1, paragraph 4, ‘‘ This moratorium was to 
last until 1943 ” should read ‘‘ until 1940.” 

Page 1408, col. 2, paragraph 4, last line, ‘‘ and to-day 
export is free’’ should read ‘‘ and to-day outright pro- 
hibitions have largely disappeared, though some 
commodities are subject to licence.”’ 

Page 1408, col. 2, paragraph 5, line 8, the sentence be- 
ginning ‘‘ it is in this light . . .”’ should read ‘‘ it is in 
this light that one must view the Commercial Agree- 
ments, signed during 1946 and 1947 with Chile, 
Argentina, Uruguay and Bolivia.” 





Processing of British-owned Raw 
Materials in Japan: Wool 


The Supreme Commander of the Allied Powers in Japan 
has recently announced that he is prepared to consider 
proposals from foreign traders whereby raw wool would be 
processed on Japanese machinery for re-exportation. 
Details of the terms on which such schemes would be 
approved by S.C.A.P. are as follows :— 

Wool delivered to Japan to be billed to Japanese Government 
through 8.C.A.P. Prices quoted to be c.i.f. Japan and to include 
brokerage charges. 

Suppliers of wool to contract to purchase the quantity of 
tops and/or yarn to be manufactured from the wool they have 
delivered. 

Tops and yarn to be priced at United States market prices 
in bond, duty not included, for types supplied on the date 
delivery is made to Japanese Government for shipment. 

Purchasers of tops and yarn to be billed by 8.C.A.P. on behalf 
of the Japanese Government. Payment to be made by off- 
setting invoice for raw wool supplied with the difference payable 
either in additional raw wool or in cash. 

Noils waste to remain in Japan. 

Delivery of tops and yarn to be made if possible within four 
months after arrival of wool in Japan, but no guarantee to this 
effect to be given to supplier of raw wool. 

Types of wool to be imported to be determined by 8.C.A.P. 
Purchasers of tops and yarn to give instructions and suggestions 
on processing wool to S.C.A.P. for transmittal to Japanese mills, 

The United Kingdom authorities will in general consider 
favourably schemes whereby United Kingdom traders 
despatch raw materials (subject to availability) of sterling 
area origin to Japan for processing and subsequent export to 
any destination overseas. If, however, the processing 
charges are to be paid in cash rather than in kind, the 
Exchange Control will impose certain conditions to ensure 
recovery of the amount so paid in appropriate currency. 
Import of the whole or part of the processed materials into 
the United Kingdom will only be allowed in exceptional 
circumstances.

totalled 13,812 long tons and of wet rubber 5, 292 tons, 

states the Malayan Union Government in London. The 
bulk of the dry rubber came from Sumatra, 9,293 tons ; 
Sarawak, 1,378 tons, and Dutch Borneo, 1,354 tons. 
As regards the wet rubber, 5,269 tons came from Sumatra. 

Malayan Union import of dry rubber in July totalled 
2,553 tons of which Sumatra and Siam supplied 1,697 tons 
and 791 tons respectively. Wet rubber imports amounted 
to 336 tons, of which Sumatra supplied 328 tons. 

Shipments of sheet and crepe rubber in July amounted 
to 67,885 tons and of latex, concentrated latex and revertex 
(dry rubber content), 2,640 tons. 

The chief recipients of the sheet and crepe rubber were 
the United States, 35,993 tons and the United Kingdom, 
13,394 tons. As regards latex, concentrated latex and 
revertex, the United States absorbed 1,185 tons and the 
United Kingdom 940 tons. 


Tin Imports and Exports 


Imports of tin during the first half of 1947 amounted to 
1,546 tons, of which 731 tons came from Siam; 768 tons 
from Burma and 45 tons from Sumatra. 

Ocean shipments of tin (blocks, ingots, bars and slabs) 
in the six months ended June 30 last amounted to 12,477 
tons, the chief recipients being British Possessions, 5,024 
tons ; Continent of Europe, 4,935 tons ; the United States 
2,250 tons and the United Kingdom 230 tons.

Validity of Exchange Permits: The Minister (Commer- 
cial) to His Majesty’s Embassy in Buenos Aires reports by 
telegraph, that the Central Bank of the Argentine Republic 
have announced that the validity of exchange permits will 
be extended under certain conditions for goods required 
by Public Service Companies and for industrial and agri- 
cultural machinery. 

The period for relinquishing exchange permits for such 
goods is extended to September 8, 1947. Furthermore, 
applications for extension will be considered for other goods 
of vital importance to the national economy. 
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New Persian Customs 
Regulations 


H.M. Commercial Counsellor at Teheran has advised the 
Board that Decree 9698 published in Persia on July 30, 
provides for important changes in Persian Customs regula- 
tions. The decree provides that as from July 30, goods 
may only be retained in Persian Custom Depots for a 
maximum period of eight months or in private bonded 
warehouses for a maximum period of twelve months, and 
that if they remain longer than these periods they will be 
sold by public auction after twenty days’ notice has been 
given to the proprietor. The decree also provides for a 
sliding scale of storage dues, the principle being that the 
scale of dues increases with the length of the period of 
storage. The full text of the decree may be seen on appli- 
cation to the Export Promotion Department of the Board 
of Trade at 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 

The provision about the forced sale of goods which re- 
main in storage in the Persian Customs for longer than the 
permitted period, applies to goods which were already 
storage at the date the decree came into force and the 
Commercial Counsellor has accordingly asked the Board to 
warn exporters that there is some danger that goods may be 
sold by auction without the knowledge or consent of ex- 
porters. The Commercial Counsellor is already in touch with 
the Persian Authorities about an amendment to these 
regulations, but, in the meantime, all exporters whose 
goods are retained or stored at Persian ports are advised to 
write direct to the Commercial Counsellor at the British 
Kmbassy, Teheran, giving full particulars of their goods. 
The Commercial Counsellor will then endeavour to make 
arrangements with the Persian Customs Authorities that 
such goods should not be sold by public auction until 
further notice. 





Swedish Import Licensing 
Regulations 


The Swedish Trade Commission has officially announced 
that licences which expire September 30 are valid after 
that date on condition goods have been loaded aboard ship 
or other means of transport before October 1. Thus the 
date will apply to the day of shipment instead of arrival. 

The third paragraph of the announcement in the Board 
of Trade Journal dated August 16, 1947, read as follows:—

Import Restrictions on Tin: H. M. Representative at 
Rio de Janeiro has forwarded a translation of Instruction 
No. 252 issued by the Ministry of Finance, which appeared 
in the Diario Oficial of July 5, 1947. 

This Instruction subjects all imports of tin in whatever 
form (ingots, bars, sheets, etc.) to the regime of previous 
licence set up by Instruction No. 7 of January, 1945. 

Under this Ordinance the importation from any country of 
a list of articles was made subject to the system of previous 
licence instituted by Decree-Law No. 3032 of February 7, 
1941. The Import-Export Bureau of the Bank of Brazil 
are responsible for the operation of the system. 

smport licences are valid for 150 days but provision is 
made for an automatic extension if it is considered that this 
period is insufficient.

HE slogan ‘‘ Britain builds radio for the World ”’ has 

been adopted as the motto of the National Radio 

Exhibition, ‘‘ Radiolympia,” which will be held, after 
an interval of eight years, from October 1 to October 11 ; 
its first objective will be to demonstrate convincingly to 
the world the leadership of this country in all kinds of radio 
development (in the greatly extended sense of the word), 
the technical excellence of its products in design and manu- 
facture and their reliability in operation. 

The British radio industry was in the happy position at 
the end of the war that comparatively little conversion of 
its greatly expanded wartime production capacity was 
necessary for civilian output, and that intensive research 
and development for war purposes had produced much that 
was of value for peacetime uses. Consequently the industry 
has been able not only to re-establish but to increase very 
substantially its pre-war export trade in electronic equip- 
ment. The demands of the Services for apparatus capable 
of operating efficiently in any climatic conditions from the 
Equator to the Poles have helped the evolution of products 
eminently suited to a world-wide market. Britain also 
retains the unique position of being the only country in 
which a regular television service is operated, and this pro- 
vides a firm basis for the manufacture of transmitters and 
receivers ahead of all competition in technique ; here again 
the urgent demands of war have hastened improvements. 

Since the 1939 Exhibition was interrupted by the out- 
break of war, the term ‘‘ radio’’ has come to mean elec- 
tronic equipment of all kinds from the domestic receiver to 
radar and equipment for ‘‘ robot. ’’ testing of mass produced 
goods, for welding plastics, heating and many other in- 
dustrial processes. 

The general public and buyers from all parts of the world 
will be able to see at Olympia the latest examples of these 
various developments as well as some of the wartime 
equipment which contributed unobtrusively but vitally 
to victory.
